Dr. Edward Britton, profes- 
sor of education at Sacramento 
State College and former 
Teacher Education Consultant 
to the government of Viet Nam, 
was instrumental in forming 
the South-East Asia Education 
Foundation, a non-profit cor- 
poration, several months ago. 

The first Foundation efforts 
will be directed toward the 
National Normal School in Sai- 
gon, charged with training 
several hundred teachers. 

“This school has an out- 
standing faculty in terms of both 
educational insight and un- 
selfish dedication,’ Britton 
stated. ‘The principal, Mr. 
Tuoc, has a deep understanding 
of the best of the traditional, 
and yet an alert awareness of 
the changes needed for current 
challenges. The very capable 
and sincere vice-principal, 
Nguyen Quy Bong, has spent a 
year in the United Staies and 
has agreed to coordinate as- 
sistance to needy and deserving 
teaching candidates.’’ 

“Every dollar contr i buted 
through the Foundation in Cali- 
fornia goes to a student in Viet 
Nam,’’ Britton assures those 
wishing to contribute. 

The students who are being 
helped are on desperately small 
incomes and many cf them need 
to borrow money to complete 
their teacher education, he ex- 
plained. 

These scholarships, which 
usually run $5 or $10 a month 
for each student, are aimed to 
give personal encouragement, 
Contributors hope these will 
provide the leaven for the mass 
of material aid going to Niet- 
namese institutions on a more 
‘impersonal level. 

This aim is apparentiy being 
accomplished according to a 
letter received from Herbert 
K, Walther, deputy chief edu- 
cation advisor for the United 
States Operations Mission to 
Viet Nam. 

“J want to assure you that 
the generosity of California 
friends is not only helping des- 
perately poor students who are 
planning to become elementary 
school teachers but is also con- 
tributing most favorably to the 
image which Vietnamese hold 
about Americans, Walther 
wrote in a recent letter to the 
F oundation.

Zoning revisionis sought by 
city in fraternity case

A public hearing will be held 
April 30 on a proposed city 
zone revision that would re. 
quire a hearing and purchase 
of a $50 special permit before 
fraternity and sorority houses 
can be constructed in the city 
of Sacramento. 

The hearing day was set by 
the Sacramento City Council, 
to be held during the regular 
7:30 p.m. meeting of the coun~ 
cil in City Hall. The hearing is 
legally required before the re. 
vision can become the city 
zoning law. 

The proposed zone change 
was initiated by the city plan- 
ning department staff because 
of complaints of excessive noise 
emanating from some frater- 
nity ead sorority houses. The

department has aiso received 
complaints that parking spaces

Fraternity andsorority 
houses ~- as well as private 
clubs, nursing homes and 
hotels - are allowed in resi- 
dential areas by the current 
eight year zoning ordinance, 

Under the proposal, groups 


seeking to construct fraternity 
and sorority houses in resi- 
dential areas must request a 
special permit. Permit re- 
quest may be granted - or 
denied - only after a public 
hearing before the city plan- 
ning commission, 

Residents of the affected area 
are notified of the hearing. 

The revision proposal also 
recommends the special per- 
mit fee be raised from $25 
to $50.

Figures released by the of- 
fice of College Accounting in- 
dicate that even though the num- 
ber of students enrolled on 
campus has increased, the 
monies allotted by the State 
have surpassed this in the area 
of capital outlay, although fail- 
ing to show the operating ex- 
penditures growth. 





Plant investment figures 
show that the capital invest- 
ment has risen from $4,570,000 
in 1953 to $21,685,000 as of 
June last year. During this 
same time period the total num- 
ber of Full Time Equivalent 
students has increased from 
1356 to 5465. 


While these figures show an 
increase in building expendi- 
tures of three times the stu- 
dent growth rate the Support 
Budget has failen behind be- 
cause of administrative deci- 
sion by the state not to use the” 
same FTE figures in deter- 
mining the yearly expense bud- 
get. 


State budget experts have 
made many decisions which ef- 
fect the operating budget al- 
locations. The last dropped 
from the acceptable FTE 
figures those students who, al- 
though enrolled for 12 college 
credit unit classes, take part in 
actual off campus situations 
such as student teaching. The 
state has allowed that as long 
as these siudents were not using 
actual classrooms they would 
not use that number when de. 
termining the support needs of 
the campus. 

In 1948 the FTE for support 
was 610 and the actual FTE 
was 500. In 1953 support FTE 
was 1419 while the number of 


| FTE students was 1359. 


The budget figures for 19538 
show that for operation the 
state used the FTE figure of 
3671 while the college regis- 
tered 3739 or 68 FTE over 
the budget. 

In 1963 the college’s oper- 
ating request showed an actual 
enrollment of 5465 while the 
state appropriated monies for 
$360 or 105 FTE students be- 
hind.

SSC’s Willie Wixom and Steve 
Carnahan responded with win- 
ning performances in the final 
two events to pull out a come- 
from behind 73-72 Far Western 
Conference victory over the 
Cal Aggies in Davis, 

Facing their first loss to 
the Cal Aggtes since 1958, coach 
Harvey Roloff’s cindermen went 
into the meet deciding triple 
jump and broad jump events 
minus the injured Henry Law- 
son. Sidelined with a leg injury, 
Lawson would have been the 
favorite in both events. 

Trailing 67-60, Wixom en- 
tered the broad jump for the 
first time this season. His jump 
of 23 feet, two inches was good 
enough for a first ahead of 
teammate Carnahan. Earlier, 
Wixom won his specialty, the 
pole vault, by clearing the bar 
at 15 feet, one inch, That vault 
was one half inch lower than 


the SSC record he set a few 
weeks ago.

African countrymen. His talk 
ranged from amusing anecdotes 
about Cannibals to Tanganyikan 
natives, whom he said dressed 
in banana leaves because they 
lacked national dress. 

I am an African from Kenya. 
I have lived in Tanganyika, and 
I have never seen a native 
dressed in banana leaves. Fur- 
ther, at no time in his speech 
did Dr. Crowley mention the 
positive potential of black 
Africa or ever hint that we are 
capable of ruling in our own 
right. Surely, Africa, if enly on 
the basis of sheer number alone, 
has more brilliant civil ser- 
vants than it has Cannibals. 

Dr. Crowley inferred that 
educating the African would 
merely frustrate him, for there 
would be no intellectual outlet 
for the educated African. Who, 
does he think, will put the 
country into a position to afford 
social outlets--anthropolo- 
gists? Dr. Crowley himseif 
stated that it would be a shame 
to civilize Africa becaus’ this 
would take away the land of dis- 
covery and excitement from the 
anthropologist. 

If he means this, and his 
speech seemed to indicate he 
did, let him dispense with in- 
cluding the social and political 
in his speeches, which, rather 
than tending to clarify African 
affairs and what we are trying 
to achieve, instead places our 
country in a humorous andridi- 
culous light. 

Thus, instead of educating the 
young American student so that 
he may truly understand my 
country, he causes him to 
develop serious misconcep- 
tions, which inhibit his under- 
standing, thereby making it even 
more probable that, as Dr. 
Crowley expressed it, Africa 
may turn increasingly toward 
countries other than America 
for understanding.

Mrs. Malcolm Peabody’s 
predicament was a most realis- 
tic example as towhat direction 
the Civil Rights Revolution is 
and will be shifting.
